F r e sn o, February 15th.—Land-jumpers 
are swarming all over the countv, building 
cabins on every piece of land on which the 
title is defective in any way. The Suther­ 
land tract, the im mense Laguna de Tache 
grant, the Heinlin estate aud W arner tract 
are dotted with the cabins of jum pers, and 
hundreds of law suits will be the result. 
The jum ping was started by one Chisum. 
who has a brother in the Laud Office in 
Sacramento. He learned that there was a 
fragment of land bordering on King’s river, 
where its nieanderings cut the line of the 
survey, leaving a tract of from one to 
twenty acres outside of the regular survey, 
and on these fragments several parties 
squatted, posting notices as follows : 
I. the undersigned, claim all the land in a cer- 
taiu section, township aud range between cer­ 
tain surveys and the river. 
From this the jum ping extended to the 
interior of the county on all ttacts on which 
a defect of title or contest of the same ex­ 
ists. The jumpers made no attem pt to im ­ 
prove the laud, putting up only rough 
cabins. Those along the river are built by 
driving corner posts in the ground so the 
overflow cannot carry the cabins away. 
The jumpers seem to have combined and 
hired good attorneys, and will make a 
strong fight against the owners. The jum p­ 
ers are on all the lands known as “lieu” 
land, which was listed to the State in lieu 
of school lands of which the State was de­ 
ficient. and the jum pers claim both error 
in listing and that the State has more than 
the amount of school lands allowed it. An 
immense num ber of acres are involved, 
and other counties are catching the jum p­ 
ers as well. The owners have so far made 
no determined effort to dislodge the jum p­ 
ers, but are arranging to do so soon. There 
will probably be concerted action, except on 
laud where there is no doubt of there being 
defects in title, and there are many acres of 
this kind, some of which has changed 
hands a dozen times. There is much ex­ 
citement among the land owners and real 
estate men.

Some of these pumps throw 12,004» gal­ 
lons of water to the surface every minute, 
and there are few that do not suck 500 gal­ 
lons per minute from miles of subterranean 
galleries in every mine. Mining Superin­ 
tendent Keith says that there is no cause 
for alarm, as the places of the engineers 
could be speedily filled.

A LAND W AR. 
Fresno County 
O verrun W ith Land 
Jum pers—Trouble in Prospect. 
[Copyright, ISAS, by the California Associated Press.] 
F r e s n o , February 15th.—Land-junipers 
are swarming all over the county, building 
cabins on every piece of land on which the 
title is defective in any way. The Suther­ 
land tract, the immense Laguna de Tache 
grant, the Heinlin estate aud Warner tract 
are dotted with the cabins of jumpers, and 
hundreds of law suits will be the result. 
The jumping was started by oneChisum, 
who has a brother in the Land Office in 
Sacramento. He learned that there was a 
fragment of land bordering on King’s river, 
where its mcanderings cut the line of the 
survey, leaving a tract of from one to 
twenty acres outside of the regular survey, 
and on these fragments several parties 
squatted, posting notices as follows : 
I, the undersigned, claim all the laud In a cer­ 
tain section, township aud range between cer­ 
tain surveys and the river. 
From this the jumping extended to the 
interior of the county on all tiacts on which 
a defect of title or contest of the same ex­ 
ists. The jumpers made no attempt to im­ 
prove the land, putting up only rough 
cabius. Those along the river are "built by 
driving corner posts in the ground so the 
overflow cannot carry the cabins away. 
The jumpers seem to have combined and 
hired good attorneys, and will make a 
strong tight against the owners. The jump­ 
ers are on all the lands known as "lieu” 
land, which was listed to the State in lieu 
of school lands of which the State was de­ 
ficient. and the jumpers claim both error 
in listing and that tue State has more than 
the amount of school lands allowed it. An 
immense number of acres are involved, 
and other counties are Hatching the jump­ 
ers as well. The owners have so far made 
no determined effort to dislodge the jump­ 
ers, but are arranging to do so soon. There 
will probably be concerted action, except on 
land where there is no doubt of there being 
defects in title, and there are many acres of 
this kind, some of which has changed 
hands a dozen times. There is much ex­ 
citement among the land owners and real 
estate men. 


BLA IN E REPUBLICANS. 
Senator Stanford Their N ext Choice for 
P resident. 
S an F rancisco, February 15th.—[Spe­ 
cial.]—It is stated that when Mr. Iilaine 
arrives in this city in June, prior to the 
meeting ot the "National Convention in 
Chicago, he will be met by prominent rep­ 
resentative Republicans from all parts of 
the country, and pressure will be brought 
to bear upon him to indnee him to allow 
his name to go before the Convention.

Jute Bags for Farm ers. 
At a meeting of the State Board of Prison 
Directors held at San Quentin Tuesday the 
following resolution was adopted : 
W h e r e a s, It is desired to give the farmers ail 
the benefits resulting from operating the jute 
mill at the State Prison; and whereas, it may 
not be generally known that the small fanner 
can order such grain sacks as he needs by writ­ 
ing to the Warden of the Prison at San Quontin 
without the intervention of a middleman as 
broker; therefore be it 
Resolved, Thut the newspapers be requested 
to announce that orders frtm farmers for graiu 
bags will be received at the D risou by the 
Warden, and the orders will be filled in regular 
sequence by shipping direct to the farmers so 
ordering ul the rates current at the time of re­ 
ceiving the order. 
Warden McComb said that during the 
coming harvest season the jute mills can 
produce from 1.500,000 to 2,250,000 sacks. 
He has already received written requests 
asking him to fix a price for sacks next 
June, but thought it best not to do so, as if 
a figure be fixed it will have to be the price 
for all that the purchaser may deposit tue 
coin for. 
The same officer announced that arrange­ 
ments were nearly completed for running 
the jute mill at night, and he thought the 
change would take place some time during 
next month. He also reported that addi­ 
tional ordnance had been purchased and 
placed where it would be the most effective 
in case a revolt should occur.

DASTARDLY SCHEM E. 
Strikers P lotting to R ui» the Schuylkill

P hiladelphia, February 15th.—An ex­ 
planation comes from Potisville of the 
meaning of the latest move of the Reading 
strikers in calling out the engineers, fire­ 
men and pumpmen from tiie Reading col­ 
lieries. This is an attempt to destroy mill­ 
ions of dollars’ worth of property, the result 
of years ot hard labor under ground, by 
drowning the mines. 
No greater disaster to colliery property 
than the flooding of the mines is known. 
To keep the gangways of the mines dry 
powerful pumps are throbbiDg day aud 
night throughout the whole region. Their 
beat has never ceased for a moment since 
the great strike began. The men have 
seemed to realize that to stop the pumps 
would be to destroy for months all chance 
of work, even should the strike be ended 
at once. 
Some of these pumps throw 12,00t) gal­ 
lons of water to the surface every minute, 
and there are few that do not suck 500 gal­ 
lons per minute from milesof subterranean 
galleries in every mine. Mining Superin­ 
tendent Keith savs tlmt there is no cause 
for alarm, as the ('laces ol the engineers 
could be speedily filled. 


ALL SERENE. 
The F isheries Com m ission Finally A grees 
Upon a Treaty.

N ew Y'ork, February 15th.—The Post's 
W ashington special says : The following 
statement is obtained from excellent 
authority ; " The Fishery Commissioners 
completed their labors this morning, and 
the papers embodying the result were all 
ready for signature, when at the last mo­ 
ment a hitch occurred, it is understood, 
upon some question as to the boundaries 
to the bays and inlets over which exclusive 
jurisdiction should be conceded to one of 
the powers.” 
LATER—THE TREATY SIGNED. 
W ashington, February 15th.—The Fish­ 
eries Commissioners completed their labors 
to-day, and the treaty was signed at 7 
o’clock this evening. 
The treaty is signed by all six of the 
Commissioners, and is said to have their 
full concurrence. It will be sent to the 
President to-morrow for transmittal to the 
Senate. 
Before the treaty can take effect it must 
have the ratification of the Queen of Great 
Britain, the Dominion of Canada and the 
Province of Newfoundland, as well as of 
the Senate of the United States. Although 
the treaty will not at present he made pub­ 
lic, it can be stated that it relates exclu­ 
sively to the disputes concerning the fish­ 
eries of the north Atlantic Coast, and does 
not include any provisions concerning the 
Behring’s Sea trouble, or commercial re­ 
ciprocity. The treaty does not contemplate 
the admission of fish into the United States 
free of duty. 


FURIOUS FLAM ES. 
M idnight Contlagrattuns Threatening Two 
Easteru Cities. 
P rovidence (R. I.), February lGth—a. m. 
An immense fire started in the business 
section of the city about midnight, and is 
now threatening the destruction of the bus- 
ness center, asa strong wind is blowing. 
It is now thought certain that the whole 
block inclosed by Fountain, Eddy, Union 
and Washington streets will he completely 
destroyed. 
LATER—UNDER control. 
2 a. m.—The fire is practically under con­ 
trol. The Aldrich House is blazing like a 
big bonfire, but no other buildings will now 
catch fire. The Aldrich is valued at $75,­ 
000, and insured for $25,000. The total loss 
will be considerably over half a million 
dollars. 
DISASTROUS EIRE IN ELMIRA. 
E lmira (N. Y’.), February 15th.—A fire 
to-night broke out in the office of the Daily 
Advertiser, and the working iorce barely es­ 
caped with their lives. The fire spread to 
other buildings. The chief losses are; 
Advertiser, $60,000 to $70,000; Sunday Tid­ 
ings, $5,000; J. M. Robinson & Son, furni­ 
ture, $00.000 on stock and $25,000 on build­ 
ing. Other losses about $20.000. 


H IS LAST “ O I'F IS ,” 
D eacon Pograni’s Friend, Nasby, Called 
from Earth. 
T oledo (Ohio), February 15th.—D. R. 
Locke, editor of the Made and author of 
the renowned “ Nasby” letters, died of 
consumption early this morning. He was 
aged 55 years. He leaves a wife and three 
sons. 
Deceased was one of the most noted men 
brought to the surface by Ihe war of the re­ 
bellion. His Cross Roads letters were read 
far and wide, and his sarcasm was as ef­ 
fective against the Northern Democracy as 
was the Union arms against those of the 
Confederacy. 
[David Koss I/icke was born in Vestal. Broome 
county. New York, September 20, ISoS. He 
learned the printer's trade in the office of the 
Cortland Democrat, and had licen successively 
editor ot the Plymouth (O.) Advertiser, the .Mans­ 
field (O.) Herald, the Bucyrus Journal, the Find­ 
ley (O.) Jeffersonian, and the Toledo Blade. In 
i860 he began to publish the Nasby Letters. He 
was also author of many political pamphlets.]

W ashington, February 15th. — In the 
House, Davis of Massachusetts; from the 
Committee on Commerce, reported the bill 
to prevent the introduction of contagious 
and infectious diseases iuto the United 
States and establish a Bureau of Public 
Health. Committee of the W hole. 
Perkins of Kansas, from tlie Committee 
on Indian Affairs, reported the bill grant­ 
ing the right of way through Indian Terri­ 
tory to the Kansas City and Pacific Rail­ 
road Company. House calendar. 
Robertson of Louisiana, from the Com­ 
mittee on Military Affairs, reported tlie bill 
for the payment of $100 to soldiers who en­ 
listed under the Act of July 22, 1861, and 
who were discharged by reason of a sur­ 
geon’s certificate of disability, or by pro­ 
motion before the expiration of the two 
years, and who have "not received $100 
bounty. 
The Hoti«e wer.t into Committee of the 
YVhole on tlie urgent deficiency bill. It was 
discussed by Burnes of Missouri, who said 
the Committee on Appropriations was in 
receipt of estimates for the completion of 
public buildings in various parts of the 
country. As in every case the estimates 
exceeded the limits fixed by law, the com­ 
mittee could not, under tiie rules, incor­ 
porate the items in the bill. Tlie build­ 
ings, however, must be completed, and he 
offered an amendment making appropria­ 
tions for the completion of buildings

Says the New York Tribune: 
Both S u p erin ten d en t D raper, o f th e State De­ 
p artm en t o f P ublic In stru ctio n , an d P resident 
Sim m ons, o f th e B oard of E ducation o f this 
city, refer w ith som e a n x iety to th e fact th a t 
o u r com m on school system is no t sufliciently fia- 
vorcd w ith patriotism . 
L iltle is done in th e 
school-room to stim u late p atrio tic sentim ent. 
T h e history o f th e U n ited States occupies too 
sm all a place in the average course o f study. 
T he p ecu liar in stitu tio n s o f th e co u n try , those 
w hich in so m ark ed a m a n n e r distin g u ish its 
g o v ernm ent irom all o th ers th a t are or h av e 
been, are no t p resen ted to th e p u p ils’ m in d w ith 
pro p er fullness o r clearness. 
If the teaching of children in the public 
schools of New York how to be good citi­ 
zens, and how to read and study and ob­ 
serve our system of government is no more 
thorough than in California, then Messrs. 
Draper and Simmons are justified in their 
anxiety. 
The American spirit, true pa­ 
triotism, ought to be more encouraged in 
the schools. 
Every schoolboy of twelve 
ought to be able to repeat the Declaration 
of Independence—as in a period, now ap­ 
parently forgotten, most schoolboys could— 
and to explain its origin, the causes that 
produced it and the results that followed 
it.

and the reasons why certain obligations 
are imjiosed upon members of society 
Superintendent Draper of New York is 
right in the suggestion that in every school 
an occasional hour should be set apart for 
exercises which would lead children to 
revere and love their country. 
We have 
no right to leave our children at the 
mercy of haphazard ways of acquiring 
knowledge of our political and social sys­ 
tems, nor yet to the chance of a correct 
book upon these subjects falling into their 
hands. 
Of course we should teach them 
ourselves; hut only a few can do this with 
success. The school ought to give them 
the groundwork for a fair understanding of 
the American method of government and 
the eternal truths underlying it.

CALIFORNIA. 


At the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association a resolution 
was adopted to the effect that the Associa­ 
tion was entirely ojtjjoscd to a commercial 
union between Canada and the United 
States, because such union would inevitably 
result in the sundering of the political ties 
uniting Canada to the mother country, 
would prejudice the |>olitical status of 
Canada, and would injure Canadian man­ 
ufacturers. 
Remarking upon this fact the 
Montreal Witness says: 
T he tw o first cl& usesof th is are pure buncom be. 
T h e re is som ething decidedly eom icai, to say 
th e least o f it, in th e id ea th a t th e industrial 
in te re st th at b ro u g h t about th e estab lish m en t 
o f th e custom s ta riff th a t destroyed th e com ­ 
m ercial bonds u n itin g C anada w ith G reat B rit­ 
ain , and th a t is m ain ly resiionsible for th e fact 
th a t th e d eb t a n d F ederal tax atio n o f C anada 
a rc now m uch g reater th a n those of th e U nited 
S tates in ratio to iionulatiou, sh ould pose as the 
ch am p io n s of B ritish connection a n d ol C an­ 
a d a ’s political status. 
The IFiiness concludes that the inde­ 
pendent manufacturers are not afraid of 
free trade. 
However, that does not cut a 
great figure in the proposition for com­ 
mercial union. 
As against the manifesto 
of the Manufacturers’ Association, we have 
the expression of the Ontario Lumber­ 
men's Association in favor of commercial 
union, because, it says, “ it would greatly 
benefit the farmer, the fisherman and the 
lumberman, the natural producers of valu­ 
able and exchangeable value in Canada.” 
It appears to us, as we have previously 
said, that the two countries will naturally 
profit by i t ; neither will gain any advan­ 
tage over the other in the long run. 
Can­ 
ada is, as the Witness well says, commer­ 
cially independent of the mother country, 
but her loyalty to Great Britain is not for 
that reason shaken. 
She discriminates 
now against English importation, but is 
none the less true to England jioliticallv. 
So far as that is concerned then, England 
has nothing to fear from commercial union, 
and we do not believe, despite the verv 
emphatic declaration of Mr. Chamberlain, 
that she would interpose any lasting ob­ 
jection. 
The question then is simply one of local 
development; the two countries have so 
much in common commercially that a 
transverse customs barrier is a hindrance 
to the operation of natural law- relating 
to this common interest. 
There i» no 
reason that has vet been advanced, that 
impresses us forcibly, why commercial re­ 
ciprocity between the two .-.bores of the 
grea! 
lakes 
would 
lie any more 
un­ 
natural commercially, than non-restraint 
of trade between the States of the Union- 
It is simply a proposition to unite Canada 
and the United States commercially while 
leaving them politically independent of 
each other ; to foster the development of a 
region that knows only arbitrary jiolitical 
lines of division; to give to American 
traders the right to avail of natural ad­ 
vantages north of the lakes, and Dominion 
traders similar 
rights south of those 
waters. 
In the development of Canadian re­ 
sources the United States is almost as 
deeply interested as the Dominion, while 
the advance of the United States is re­ 
flected in Canadian jirosperity. 
The Ca­ 
nadian area is forty times greater than that 
of England and Scotland and Wales ; its 
territory greater hv 464,000 square miles 
than that of the United States ; 
it is six­ 
teen times as large as the German Empire 1 
it has a natural wealth in lumber, minerals 
ami soil that rivals our own ; 
it is by no 
means a narrow zone ujion the liorder of a 
frozen wilderness that many think it to lie ; 
on the contrary, as Lord Selkirk has 
shown, the jilains of the Saskatchewan 
river, producing every variety of earth 
growth of the temperate zone, are capable 
of supjiorting a jiopulation of 30,000,000. 
The Ottawa river, but one of the affluents 
of the St. Lawrence, is 550 miles in length, 
and three or four times larger than either 
the Thames, Severn or Rhone, and the 
Ottawa is but one of half a score of great 
rivers sweejdng through regions of natural 
wealth and beauty scarcely surpassed «¡>on 
the continent, and many of them of 
greatest fertility, while their climate is not 
so severe as the Lake Sujierior region, and 
in summer is more genial than that of the 
great lakes.

IS THE CORNUCOPIA OF THE EARTH. 
Nature, in bestowing her manifold bless­ 
ings on the Human race, seems to have out­ 
done herself in this section, where can be 
found the production of every clime, the 
climate that has no superior, and the sani­ 
tarium of the world. South of Tehachapi 
there are some valleys of great fertility, 
the soil is productive, the climate all that 
could be desired, but the rivers of the north 
are not to be found, and the small streams 
and infrequent rains, together with the 
sandy, rocky soil, makes extensive cultiva­ 
tion forever impossible. Men of the south, 
who are loyal to their section, who desire 
to secure all the immigration possible for 
their portion of the State, are not altogether

WILLFUL MISREPRESENTATION. 
They show the “tenderfoot” a picture of 
Mt. Shasta, its lofty summit, 14,000 feet in 
bight, covered with the snows of countless 
winters, and shiver as they dilate upon the 
frigidity of the climate in the Sacramento 
valley. They point out on the map the 
high ridge of the Sierras, the boundary line 
between California and Nevada, less than a 
hundred miles from the State Capital, and 
tell the immigrant who has fled from the 
ice-bound coast of Maine, or the rigors of a 
Minnesota winter, that the tops of these 
mountains are capped with “ the beautiful ” 
during the entire summer. Without ex­ 
planation, the man from the East jumps at 
conclusions. Snow, with him. means cold. 
Here it is found, north and east, and the 
country adjacent must in consequence par­ 
take of its frigidity. It means a long, cold 
winter, a brief, hot summet; he under­ 
stands the whole situation, he needs no 
further advice; he settles down in Southern 
California, and buys a small farm at $500 or 
$1,000 an acre. In reality 


HE BUYS ONLY CLIMATE. 
However, they do not catch all that come 
by the southern route. Some have heard 
of the rich and fertile valleys, intersected 
by broad and deep rivers, fed by streams of 
crystalline waters flowing from every hill­ 
side. He comes here and what does he 
find. 
Mt. 
Shasta 
towering into 
the 
heavens a distance of nearly two miles. 
At her base lies a warm and fertile valley, 
and for a mile and a halt up her sides 
forests of pine, fir, cedar and oak, such as 
he never saw in any other portion of 
the country. For a half mile above the 
line of timber is an immense snow-bank 
that feeds a number ot streams, and at its 
base gushes forth a large stream, which is 
the source of the Sacramento river. 


IF LOS ANGELES HAD A MT. SHASTA 
To furnish water for her parched plains 
and miniature Sabaras, she would beeverv 
way as good as the northern portion of the 
State, and could give the people they are 
now “ dealing ” with value received for 
their money. The same individual, after 
he has¡ feasted his eyes on the source of 
the Sacramento, 
the 
much-abused Mt. 
Shasta, can turn his gaze to the lied-about 
Sierras. 
He will find that they are a lofty 
range, so elevated that they gather all the 
moisture that arises from the Pacific and 
goes eastward, packs it away iusnow drifts, 
and returns it through the mountain val­ 
leys and foothills in clear bubbling springs, 
in little rivulets that make the meadows 
green, in babbling brooks and creeks, in 
rushing torents, and when it reaches the 
valievs it spreads out into large deep rivers, 
all of which are necessary to vegetable as 
well as animal life. 
The mountains that 
the Los Angeles man lies about are what 


MAKES OUR COUNTRY PROSPEROUS. 
The mountains to their summits are cov­ 
ered with timber, the hardier species of 
pine growing even in the snow limits, 
while a belt of timber, on their west­ 
ern 
slope, 
at 
least 
thirty miles in 
width is the greatest lumbering section 
in the Union. We have our mountains; 
they are the source of our pride, as well as 
the source of all of our prosperity. Oar 
climate is not unlike the southern portion 
of the State, unless it is that our summers 
are somewhat cooler, our winters being al- 
mo-t the same, in s.ome localities, notably 
the El Dorado, Butte and Placer citrus belt, 
being somewhat warmer. 
While those 
who keep weather records may vary, it is 
only necessary, to prove this assertion, to 
say that the orange of the section just 
named ripens fully six weeks earlier than 
they do anywhere south, 


NOT EVEN EXCEPTING RIVERSIDE. 
During the recent cold spell, 
which 
visited both the north and the south alike, 
anil did much damage in both sections to 
tender plants and trees, it seems to have 
been a great source of satisfaction to the 
newspapers of the south to color reports 
from this section, and many lying state­ 
ments were made.

ALL ALONG THE LUTE. 


Vigorous Crusade of the Pastors and Mr. 
Hammond—Numerous Services Held. 
The 
morning 
meeting 
of yesterday 
seemed to be the most largely attended of 
the series. It became an inquiry meeting 
at its close, and several conversions were 
reported. Very soon after its close, Mr. 
Hammond and several of the ministers, 
and also a few laymen in a carryall, went 
to the railroad shops, where a large open- 
air meeting was held during the noon hour. 
The men were attentive and courteous; 
songs were sung, and many tracts were 
distributed. This meeting will be contin­ 
ued from day to day, and as it is better or­ 
ganized a large choir will be in attend­ 
ance. 
Two open-air meetings were held on K 
street last night, one conducted by Mr. 
Ham m ond and Rev. Mr. McHatton, at 
Sixth and K streets, and the other by Revs. 
Needham, Bander and Filben, at Fifth 
and K. For this meeting 


a l a r g e w a g o n h a s b e e n 
e q u ip p e d 
W ith light seats and an organ. Crowds 
gathered at both meetings and short ad­ 
dresses were made by the ministers. At the 
close of these meetings an urgent invitation 
was given to those present to attend the 
meeting at the old Pavilion, and many fol­ 
lowed. At the hall the crowd was larger. 
The choir kern up vigorous singing, wait­ 
ing the arrival of the ministers. Nearly all 
were present except Rev. Dr. W heeler and 
Rev. Mr. Somers, both of whom were kept 
away by sickness. Mr. Hammond read 
the story of Gethsemane and offered prayer. 
Rev. Mr. Filben, in making the announce­ 
ments, said that ninch more turned on the 
meetings than any supposed. He spoke of 
the visit of a 


a b r o k e n - h e a r t e d w i f e 
W ho had called upon him during the day, 
pleading for interest in her husband who 
had been attending the meetings, aud who 
had become awakened, but who was a 
slave to his appetite for drink. She spoke 
pitifully of the distracted home and her five 
needy children, saying that her only hope 
for her husband's reclamation lay in his 
conversion, and she begged interest in him 
and prayers in his behalf. During the 
meeting there was distributed to nearly all 
present an illustrated sheet, which con­ 
tained the following letter, written to Mr. 
Hammond while in W ashington, D. C., by 
a man who was converted in his meetings : 
“ Subsequent to my conversion, as you 
know, I frequently testified to the saving 
power of Christ in my regeneration. But 
never had I given a full statement of the 
terribly depraved and lost condition which 
I was in prior to my conversion, particu­ 
larly in regard to my slavery to rum . The 
subject was too mortifying to me to speak 
of it in public, though I sometimes felt 
condemned for not doing so, as it might 
have had a goo 1 effect upon others who 
were victims of the same wretched vice. I 
was reared by Christian parents and nur­ 
tured in the Sunday-school. At 16 years 
of age I stepped out from under their in­ 
fluence into the abyss of worldly pleasures, 
and sought tbem in the ball-rooms, theaters, 
gambling dens, rum mills and other places 
of infamy, only, however, to find grief, dis­ 
tress, heart-burnings and bitter remorse. 
My constant indulgence in the accursed 
cup for twenty years had become second 
nature with me, and to control the anpetite 
was impossible. The fact of m y living and 
dying a drunkard, and my helplessness, 
was so loathsome to me that I craved death; 
and on one occasion went so far as to at­ 
tem pt to take my own life by drinking 
three ounces of laudanum, but through 
the providence of God was discovered at 
death’s door and saved. 
I also lived 
through delirium tremens twice. 
I shud­ 
der at such revelations, now that I can 
realize 


t h e t e r r i b l e p e r d it io n 
W hich I escaped through the great mercy 
of C hrist; but suffice it for me to say, that 
from the time I received the blessed assur­ 
ance of the forgiveness of sins, and the re­ 
generation of 
my 
heart, 
through the 
redeeming blood of Jesus Christ, I have 
never from that moment to this had the 
slightest desire to take a drink of liquor. 
Whereas, prior to that time the appetite for 
liquor was so intense that I had no more 
control over it than a starving man would 
have to resist food when placed before him. 
Nothing but the miraculous power of a 
merciful God ever saved me from a drunk­ 
ard’s grave; and while my whole soul 
pours out in humble gratitude to my Re­ 
deemer for His wonderful mercy to me, I 
so greatly fear the return of that terrible 
appetite that I endeavor to keep myself 
constantly under the influence of ilislio ly 
Spirit by unrem itting prayer, in the faith 
that He is not only able, but will save me 
from that as well as all other sins. My life 
now is one of almost uninterrupted sun­ 
shine and happiness. Those things that 
once seemed to afford me pleasure I now 
abhor, and my sole delight now is in the 
association of Christians. I am never so 
happy as when on Saturday evening we 
young converts assemble, and strengthen 
the bonds of our Christian brotherhood by 
relating our individual experiences as to 
our spiritual progress from week to week.” 
Mr. Ham m ond’s text was 2 Kings, v., 13: 


“ WASH AND BE CLEAN.” 
“ Words,” he said, “ spoken to ¡Naaman, 
the leper, by the prophet Eiisba.” 
He 
said he wanted to call attention to the inci­ 
dent, not for what was in it in itself, but 
for its parallel to the leprosy of sin that 
tainted all hum anity, aud the provision 
for its cure, and the method of its cure. 
Specially, the oneness of the remedy for sin, 
and the anger of men before its simplicity, 
and the completeness and suddenness of 
the cure when willing to comply with 
the conditions. “ Leprosy is a very strik­ 
ing type of sin. We in tliis country do not 
know much of it, only occasionally is there 
a case. In the old world it abounds, and it 
is conceded that for it there is no earthly 
cure.” He gave 


a t o u c h in g a c c o u n t o f l e p e r s 
That he bad seen in his travels in the 
Holy Land, and said: “ I dwell on this 
only to show you your estate as leprous 
sinners in God’s sight, and your need of 
cure, the utter absence of an earthly cure. 
It is not pleasant to talk thus to men, but 
it is duty. You may not see it, but it is 
fact, and you should the sooner ask God to 
show you that you are. 
“ I come, these Christians come, to tell 
you of acure, as the little Jewish maid did 
to Naaman. But Naaman believed the 
little girl, and finding the prophet and 
obeying his injunctions, though reluctant­ 
ly, it is said: ‘ His flesh became to him as 
the flesh of a little child.’ 


TRY THE SIM PLE GOSPEL. 
Say, ‘ Lord. 1 believe ; help thou my un­ 
belief.’ and it will be with the leprosy of 
your soul even as it was with Naamán’s 
leprosy.”

COLORED MASS MEETING. 


Effort to Bring a Desirable Laboring Ele­ 
ment to California. 
An audience that filled nearly every seat 
in the basement of the A. M. E. Church as­ 
sembled last evening to discuss, in a gen­ 
eral way, the proposed emigration of col­ 
ored people from North Carolina to Califor­ 
nia. 
B. A. Johnson was elected President, 
and Mr. Dorsey Secretary of the meeting. 
In assuming the duties of the chair, Mr. 
Johnson said : “I will state that Mr. I.angly, 
of North Carolina, is with us to-night, and 
for what purpose you all know in a gen­ 
eral way. He represents a large number of 
colored people in North Carolina, who 
have become imbued w ith the idea of emi­ 
grating to California. H e has been sent by 
these people to look into the industrial 
question, and see if there is a chance for 
them to ameliorate their present condition. 
H e intends to bring out those who will 
work, and who are used to work. H e will 
bring no fancy men or gamblers here. 
There are too many of that undesirable col­ 
ored element now loafing about our streets, 
but men, women and children who will 
work honestly, will help build up the com­ 
monwealth, and, to a certain extent, may 
enable the people of the commonwealth to 


SETTLE THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
I will introduce M i. Langly, of North 
Carolina, who has something'interesting to 
tell you.” 
Mr. Langly said: “ l a m here for the 
people of the East, the people of my State,- 
and more particularly, the people in the 
county where I live, to see if I can find a 
way and a place where they can better 
themselves. They are living in a hard 
country, where the price of labor is low, 
where a wornau has to work hard to earn 
$5 a month, where a fine, able-bodied man 
can only make $10 a month, where boys 
and girls twelve to fifteen years of age 
make little or nothing. They do not get 
paid in cash. Out of a m onth’s wages 
they probably received $1 cash and have to 
trade out the balance for food and clothing 
at exorbitant prices. I want to get some of 
these people, who are sober, honest and 
hard 
working, 
to 
California, so that 
they may improve their condition. By 
getting them away those left behind will 
be benefited, as well as those who emi­ 
grate. And I think when the people here 
know and understand what kind of labor 
I intend bringing, that it is good help, 
they will assist us in our work. 
Iu the 
East the work is hard, m uch harder than 
in California. W hy 


CALIFORNIA IS HEAVEN, 
And the East, torture and trouble. W hen 
oompared I find that farm laborers in this 
State earn on an average of $25 to $30 a 
month, but where I came from, Pitt countv, 
North Carolina, the farm hands get only $0 
and are compelled to trade nearly all of it 
out in flour at five cents per pound, pork at 
twenty-five cents per pound and other food 
in like proportion. Is it any wonder then 
that they cannot save money, and have a 
hard time to make a living and are heavily 
in debt and unable without assistance to get 
out of the country ? 
W hat is earned there 
in a month is a week's wages in California.” 
Mr. G. W. Booth being called upon, in­ 
dorsed the remarks of Mr. Langly, and 
thought that immigration would "benefit 
the colored people in the East, morally, 
socially, politically and financially. 
He 
hoped to see the idea carried out to full 
success and he would aid the project finan­ 
cially as far as he was able. 


BENEFITS OF EM IGRATION. 
Rev. Mr. Summers w as the next speaker, 
and gave a few of his experiences of the 
benefits of emigration. H e said : “ I was 
one of a committee that managed, organ­ 
ized and successfully carried out the exodus 
of colored people from the South to Ne­ 
braska in 1876. At that tim e 41,000 colored 
people went into Kansas and Nebraska and 
settled down earnestly to make an honest 
living for themselves and to educate their 
children, which latter privilege they were 
denied at the South. In the South they 
had no show in politics or anything else. 
They were not educated morally, and as a 
consequence in some instances they be­ 
came brutal. The white people of the 
South had no sympathy for the colored 
people, and would do nothing for them. 
The emancipation proclamation made us 
all free and left us on our own resources. 
Before that time the owners took care of 
their hum an property, in order that it 
might be of value to them ; when we were 
sick then, they paid the doctor's bills ; for 
should we die, they suffered a loss of prop­ 
erty. But now, if we are sick, we have to 
pay our own bills. They aid us in no way. 
We are 
GIVEN NO SHOW IN COURT. 
And are frowned down upon and intim i­ 
dated by all the whites. 
We are not al­ 
lowed to ride in the first-class passenger 
care, even though we pay first-class fare. 
We must ride in the “ Jim Crow’’ car or 
walk. 
We are charged enormously for 
everything we buy, and 
consequently 
nearly every family is in debt, and when 
they attempt to go away the Sheriff is on 
hand with a warrant. The only way is to 
emigrate in large numbers, as we did in 
1876. 1 remember at that time it was said 
by the Kansas and Nebraska people that we 
would ruin their States ; that we would 
break down their m orals; that we were 
worthless. 
But see what our colored 
brothers have done in 
Kansas. 
They 
have worked hard, and now many of 
them are rich, own farms, and there 
are hundreds of small farms, cultivated by 
a man and his family, that have added to 
the value of the property in the State. 
Their children have been sent to school 
and educated, and have, as a consequence, 
better morals than prevail in the South, 
where all Í3 ignorance. I tell you such a 
mass of ignorance is 


GOING TO CAUSE TROUBLE SOME DAY. 
There is going to be an awful outbreak, 
and the only way to avoid such an event 
is to have emigration, to reduce the colored 
population in the South, to reduce it suffi­ 
ciently to create a scarcity of labor there, and 
that will then raise the price of labor and 
ameliorate the condition of those left. The 
emigration of colored people to this State 
will be a great benefit. The colored citi­ 
zen, unlike the Chinaman, will build him 
a home, and surround it with comforts for 
his family, and will, best of all, spend his 
earnings locally, and not ship them across 
the ocean every month. Another thing that 
will be of benefit to the colored people is, 
that they will have better facilities for edu­ 
cating their children, for in the South, 
where our people are in a majority, there 
ai eno schools, and where the whites are 
largely in the majority, schools exist, and 
this is almost without exception. 
1 have 
made no exaggeration in w hat I have said. 
I speak from personal knowledge.” 
Mr. Dorsey, Mr. Dunlap and others made 
brief practical remarks upon the subject. 
A Committee of Arrangements to formu­ 
late plans for the proposed emigration was 
appointed. Another mass meeting will be 
held next Wednesday evening, to which 
all citizens are invited.

T H E 
IRISH 
QUESTION. 


C ontinuation of th e D ebate on th e P a r­ 
n ell A m endm ent. 
London, February 15th.—The debate on 
the address in reply to the Queen’s speech 
was resumed in tne House ot Commons to­ 
day by John Ellis, Liberal member for Not­ 
tinghamshire, who supported 
Parnell’s 
amendm ent to the address. He denies that 
the decrease of crime in Ireland was owing 
to the Crimes Act, and asserted that the 
returns submitted by the Government to 
support that claim were valueless, inas­ 
much as they failed to give details. 
The administration of the Crimes Act 
reeked with petty malignity and calculated 
tyranny. 
[Cheers from the Irish mem­ 
bers] 
If tne Government would assent to 
the appointment of a Select Committee of 
Inquiry he promised that ample evidence 
of the maladministration of the Act would 
be forthcoming. The National League, he 
declared, was stronger than ever, and the 
spirit of the Irish neople remained un­ 
broken, the reason being that they were 
convinced that when the facts were known 
the electors would sweep away the present 
mockery, called the Government of Ireland. 
[Irish cheers.] 
Herbert Gladstone (Liberal) taunted the 
Government with the utter failure of their 
attempts to prevent the progress of the plan 
of the campaign, or to suppress the League. 
On motion of William O’iJrien the de­ 
bate was adjourned. 


TH E TREATY. 


A L ondon J o u rn a l 
P leased W ith th e 
F ish eries N egotiations. 
London, February Kith. — a. m.—The 
Slumlord this morning, referring to the 
signing of the iisheries treaty at W ashing­ 
ton, congratulates the Commissioners, and 
assumes that, should the Senate refuse to 
ratify the treaty. President Cleveland would 
use his constitutional prerogative to make 
a provisional arrangement with Canada on 
the basis of the treaty, which would serve 
the same purpose, in the hope that the next 
Senate elected would tinally ratify the 
treaty.
